Two young visitors from P ala­ 
tine propounded a question before 
the convention th a t caused a little

I hold that the New Pacifism, which 
denounces war as ‘‘th*1 world’s chief 
collective sin,” and which calls up­ 
on citizens to refuse military ser­ 
vice, is at variance with Scripture 
and with historic Protestantism. 
The church is certainly in sym ­ 
pathy with eveiy movement that 
would substitute peaceful measures 
instead of war foi* the settlement 
of international 
difficulties. 
But 
this is not the same as saying, as 
some spokesmen of the church have 
recently said, that we must never 
again sanction or participate in an­ 
other war, never again look upon it 
as a ut 11 to duty and a summons to 
self-sacrifice.

Doherty, a police officer of River 
Grove, was called to quell a disturb­ 
ance at a picnic being held at Tur­

Glenview Sues

Work On Dempster 
Is Well Under Way 


---------------------- jr 
Work on the Dempster street pro­ 
ject from Evanston *to intersection 
at Rand and Miner 
streets, 
Des 
Plaines, is well under way. 
'The 
program consists of patching the 
present pavement, widening 
and 
paving the full street 
and 
about 
three miles of new pavement from 
Dempster and Milwaukee to inter­ 
section at Rand and Miner street. 
At Evanston, the Sanitary Dis­ 
trict of Chicago, 
has 
four 
new 
bridges under construction. Church 
street, Dempster street, Touhy road, 
and Devon avenue. 
Cement work 
consisting of wells or 
pillars 
of J 
concrete project in diameter, 45 to j 
60 feet deep and 12 or more pillars 
per bridge, are now under construc­ 
tion. 
The widening of Dempster from 
McCormick road to 
East 
Prairie 
road was completed last year and 
from that point west all 
ditches 
have been filled and made ready for 
widening and paving to 
connect 
with the widening now in at the 
“L ” terminal. 
From the “L ” 
terminal 
west, 
patching is now being done on a 
large scale. 
Air hummers mount­ 
ed on trucks are working ahead of 
a gang laying the new 
concrete 
patches as far west as Milwaukee 
avenue. 
Except in a few places, 
the county road widening work is 
fully completed. 
Newspapers have reported from 
time to tim e of an elevated inter­ 
section at Milwaukee avenue, but 
from a survey of operations and 
grade stakes, there is every indica­ 
tion that the overhead work will not 
be done at present. 
From Dempster to Rand road, a 
distance of about 3 miles, will be 
new pavement. 
Steam shovels are 
at present working to move 17,000 
yards of 
grading 
being 
closely 
followed by the finished grades and 
ready for concrete. Jarnecke of 
Des Plaines has a large 
crew 
of 
trucks and men working 
on 
the 
rough grading and weather permit­ 
ting, expects to complete the job in 
six weeks. 
The laying of cement will follow 
closely the grading work and it is 
hoped that Dempster street will he 
complete from Rand and 
Miner 
street in Des Plaines to Evanston,

Some time in September. Weather 
conditions will determine the actual 
date ol completion.

The Cook County Criminal courts 
courts building and county jail, to­ 
gether 
with the 
Administration 
building, will be completed 
and 
turned over for occupancy by the 
Judges of the Courts, and the cell 
houses for the transfer of prison­ 
ers on November I, 1928. 
This 
was 
the 
statement 
of 
County Architect, Erie E. Hall, in 
a communication to President A. 
J. 
Cermak of the Cook County 
Board yetserday, (Monday). 
County Architect Hall, who has 
worked on the creation 
of 
this 
magnilcent institution since it was 
first proposed under the adminis­ 
tration of Peter 
Reinberg, 
has 
made a complete 
survey of the 
conditions 
existing in connection 
with the erection of this $7,500,01X1 
lienal edifice which is located at 
West 26th Street and California 
Avenue. 
When 
November I arrives the 
contractors will have consumed 365 
working days in connection with 
the 
fulfillment of their contract. 
Weather conditions, lalxir condit­ 
ions, and other contract specifica­ 
tions being deducted from the pro­ 
gram of progress which has been 
laid down by the Architect. 
“When this building is turned 
over to Cook county for occupancy' 
on November I, it will be a model 
institution for the entire world,” 
declared County Architect Hall in 
discussing the finishing 
of 
this 
building. 
“It was approximately 
12 years ago that I began work on 
the plans for a new County Jail 
afd Criminal Courts building for 
Cook 
county on the <site of the 
present 
county jail and criminal 
Courts. 
The matter was put be­ 
fore the public in the form of a 
referendum on a bond issue sever­ 
al times and was defeated. 
Each 
time this matter was proposed, as 
County 
Architect, 
and 
without 
charge to the County, I drafted 
complete sketches and estimates so 
that the public might be informed 
on the expenditures they would be 
called upon to make in this obpect- 
ive. Four times the plan for a new 
institution of this kind failed and 
it was not until A. J. Cermak be­ 
came 
President 
of 
the 
County 
Board that the matter was again 
revived and successfully placed be­ 
fore the citizens of Cook county. 
Before the final sketches were ap­ 
proved by the Citizen’s Committee 
and the County Board, 53 prelim­ 
inary sketches had been made of 
this building 
after 
a 
thorough 
study of jail and penitentary build­ 
ings of the United States. 
The 
contract and 
estimates 
on 
this 
building were passed upon by a 
committee of prominent business 
men 
and even the bids for 
this 
structure opened and tabulated and 
awarded 
by 
them, 
subject, 
of 
course, to the approval 
of 
the 
County 
Board of Commissioners. 
The Citizens’ 
Committee and the 
County Board 
awarded this con­ 
tract to the Great Lakes Construc­ 
tion company and this company, up 
to the present time, have had none 
of the extra expenditures which 
usually found in the construction 
of any large project.” 
“I, perhaps more, than any other 
man in the County of Cook, am 
interested in presenting 
to 
the 
citizens and the County Board a 
complete and magnificient struct­ 
ure on November I and this will 
be done. 
The County 
Jail 
and 
Criminal Courts Building will be 
as much a credit to this community 
as is the new' Children’s hospital 
which a unit of a two and one-half 
million dollar addition to our pres­ 
ent 
Cook County Hospital 
and 
which has been commended by all 
who have visited it.’’ 
“I am pleased that I am able at 
this time to make this enlightening 
report to the President and mem­ 
bers of the County Board.”
